E W YO RK.— The African 
native is a loyal friend and 
s cheerful worker. 
He is in­ 
stinctively loyal and unselfishly 
devoted to his white master—or 
mistress . . . in time of peril 
he will undergo torture rather 
than “let down” the person to 
whom he owes allegiance. Ile has 
his creed and he lives up to it 
by occasionally dying for it. 
It la Mary L. Jobe Akeley who 
■peaks so convincingly vt tha finer 
qua'ltica or Africa's blacks. 
II r- 
Sclf an explorer of note, the widow 
of the late Carl Akeley, sci* re-t 
and naturalist, she tells. In a forth 
coming book, of countless incidents 
of 
native 
gallantry 
“over 
rind 
above” the call of duty. When Mr 
Akeley, then leader of the Ak **y* 
Eastm an-Pomeroy Expedition, died 
on Mount Mikeno In the Congo late 
In 1926. to Mrs. Akeley fell the task 


of completing the work which Is to 
be Immortalized in the Akeley Me­ 
morial African Hall of the Ameri­ 
can Museum of Natural History. 
Her Mount Mikeno camp 
was 
12,500 feet above sea level, con­ 
stantly swept by storms and envel­ 
oped In clouds which wrapped her 
blacks as lf in an icy blanket. 
Yet 
the members of her party stuck 
loyally to their leader, enduring 
cold, hunger and the attacks of 
ravenous Junglo beasts. 
“These Congo savages,” says Mrs. 
Akeley, “although lower In Intelli­ 
gence than any others I had seen 
In equatorial Africa, were men al­ 
ways with kindness and gentleness 
In their hearts.” 
Only when they came In contact 
with 
constantly 
changing 
white 
masters did they lose their Innate 
instinct for loyalty and unselfish 
devotion, she added. Take the case 
of

Kikuyu 
from

slopes of Mount Kenya. 
Ile had 
been Mr. Akeley's gun boy on pre­ 
vious African expeditions; at his 
death ''Bill" became head boy. Even 
though this meant gruelling work.
